TO  ELEVEN  THOUSAND 


WINNIPEG,  Jan.  13-— Aroused  by_  the 
police  clamor  for  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  escape  of  .lohn  Krafchoui.o, 
the  Plum  Coulee  desperado,  from  the 
Winnipeg  central  police  station  on  Sat- 
urday morning,  the  Manitoba  Govern- 
ment today  announced  the  appoiat- 
menj  ,,f  a  Royal  Commission  to  make 
a  complete  probing.  The  Inquiry  will 
be  conducted  by  t'hief  Justice  Mathers, 
of  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  and^Ed- 
ward  Anderson,  a  Winnipeg  lawyer,  will 
look  after  the  'prosecution.  The  com- 
mission will  hoUl  its  first  .Mission  at  11 
o'clock  tomorrow  morntne.  It  has  been 
given  wide  poWera,  and  a  vast  amount 
Of    evidence    will    he    (Hk<-n. 

The  City  Council  tonight  ratified  the 
Mayor's  proposal  of  an  additional  $3,000 
reward  for  the  capture  of  Krafchenko. 
The  Provincial  Government  having  of- 
fered $5,000  and  tin  additional  $1,000 
Which  was  offered  for  the  first  capture 
and  withheld  on  his  escape,  makes,  with 
the  new  reward,  n  total  of  $11,000  on 
the  fugitive's  head,  together  with  $;\ooo 
for  his  accomplices. 

Developments  today  add  more  mystery 
to  tho  escape.  Tt  was  found  that' one 
of  the  barn  In  the  window  in  the  room 
where  Krafchenko  was  soufined  had 
been  pried  loose  from  its  cement  bed 
and  moved  about  four  inches.  The  nut 
on  the  end  of  another  bar  had  been  re- 
moved, a  feat  that  could  not  be  done 
without  a  wrench.  Not  a  board  had 
been  looaenod  in  the  room,  and  there 
was  not  the  slightest  trace  of  anything 
found  wltH  which  the  bar  could  have 
been  pried  loose. 

Krafohenko  left  his  key  In  the  door 
where  he  waa  confined,  when  he  passed 
out  into  the  corridor,  later  entering  the 
photograph  room,  from  the  window  of 
which  he  escaped.  The  door  of  the 
photograph  room  warn  silinnoaiM  «n  hava,

The  Cape  Town  harbor 
workers  have  been  called  out  by  the 
union,  but  their  response  will  not  be 
known  until  tomorrow.  A  ballot  by 
tho  Jahannesburg  branch  of  the  Typo- 
graphical union  has  resulted  by  a  large 
majority  In  favor  of  a  strike.

The  Col- 
onist accepts  the  responsibility  for 
what  members  of  its  staff  say.  It  is 
only  fair  to  Mr.  Morley  to  add  that  his 
personal    reference    waa    not    in    itself 


Objectionable. 

We  find  It  somewhat  difficult  to 
understand  why  Mr.  Morley  thinks  he 
is   called  upon;  as   Mayor,   to  criticise 


this  Province  it  is  permissible  to  ask 
why  a  ship  of  the  Royal  Navy  should 
be  sent  to  a  foreign  port. for  repairs 
when  such  repairs  can  be  effected  at  a 
lesser  cost  in  the  Canadian  port  where 
she  baa  her  headquarters.  On  the  face 
of  it  a  decision  of  this  character  does 
not  seem  excusable,  although  we  grant' 
the  possibility  of  there  being  conditions 
affecting  the  contract  of  which  We  are 
unaware.  We  should  have  thought  that 
the  attitude  of  British  naval  officers 
stationed  on  this  Coast,  who.  we  pre- 
sume, advise  the  Admiralty  on  mattors 
such  as  that  under  discussion,  woi 
have  been  heartily  In  favor  of  the  work 
being  done  on  the  Canadian  side.  Even 
if  the  repairs,  to  the  Algcrine  would 
cost  more  here  than  at  Seattle,  patriot- 
ism and  national  pride  should  pre- 
sumably have  led  to  tho  awarding  of 
the  contract  to  a  local  firm.  In  say- 
ing this  we  do  not  wish  for  a  moment 
to  hurt  the  feelings  of  our  good  neigh - 
|S||^:|i^.^^n,  in  very  many  branches' 
of  human  endeavor,  we  have  much  ,to 
lear^^.M^fi|jg|!B*y'  certain,  however,  that 
papjjpted  States  nj^rX|^  would 
ever  come  to  Victoria  or  Esquimau  for 
repairs,  even  if  they  could  be  effected 
here  for  half  tho  money  it  would  cost 
in  Seattle.  If  the  case  of  merchantmen 
were  under  consideration,  the  A'iflK 
point  would  be  different.  Tho  same 
idea  of  patriotism  would  not  enter  into 
the  discussion.  But  it  is  fair,  in  order 
to  find  an  analogy  for  our  attitude-  on 
the  subject,  to  Imagine  for  a  moment 
the  feelings  of  tho  people  In  lOngland 
were  one  of  His  Majesty's  ships  sent 
to  .Germany  for  repairs  which  could  be 
carried  out. just  as  efficiently  in  the 
Motherland.

"I  am  disposed  to  think  that  the  best

•of  1909.  It  has  been  described  before, 
but  will  bear  quoting  again.  Captain 
Hutchinson  stood  one  up  with  two  to 
play,  and  the  seventeenth  at  Muirfield 
is  a  comparatively  easy  four,  so  that  it 
behooved  Mr.  Maxwell  to  run  risks  in 
the  hopes  of  getting  n  three.
